3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by the prior 
art as depicted in figures 1 and 2. The prior art of figures 1 and 2 disclose in line control 
valves with a one piece valve housing 14 having an inlet and an outlet, a plug member 

1 1, an activation mechanism 10 with the activation mechanism including a component 
positioned outside the valve housing as is the handle 12, and a pair of cylindrical guides 
as are the cylindrical valve seats surrounding the valves 1 when closed which guide the 
valves in the closed position and the cylindrical upper housing portions that surround 
and support the valve stem 10 and thereby guide the vertical motion of the plug as 
claimed. 
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4. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mcintosh. Mcintosh discloses an line control valve with a one piece valve housing 4 
having an inlet 6 and an outlet 8, a plug member 14, a toothed rack gear activation 
mechanism 20 with the activation mechanism including a component positioned outside 
the valve housing as are the toothed pinion arm 18 and actuator 16 with pinion shaft 16, 
and a pair of cylindrical guides 12, and the upper portion of 24 that engages 22. 

5. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rasmusson. Rasmusson discloses an line control valve with a one piece valve housing 
2 having an inlet 7 and an outlet 8, a plug member 9, a pair of cylindrical guides 25, a 
toothed rack gear activation mechanism 10, a toothed pinion arm 22, a perpendicular 
shaft 1 1 with the activation mechanism including a component positioned outside the 
valve housing as is the slotted portion of shaft 1 1 as shown in figures 1 and 3.
